Referring to the reported troubles in 
Tennessee the newspapers mention, in ad- 
dition to the correspondence between Gen* 
eral Grant and General Thomas, that re- 
ports have been in circulation to the effect 
that the difficulty in that State was in 
some way countenanced by the President 
Upon inquiry in official sources your cor- 
respondent learns that on Friday last 
General Grant received a communication 
from General Thomas, dated Louisville, 
March 9, inclosing certain statements of 
parties in Tennessee. Gen. Thomas says: 
“Gen. Grant will see by these statements, 1 
as be doubtless has already learned from I 
other socrces, that the enemies of the 
present State Government in Tennessee 
are organized for resistance to the laws, 
which resistance is an outgrowth of the | 
rebellion, and means as well oppression I 
and hostility to everything representing | 
patriotism and devotion to the uest inter- 1 
ests of the country, although as yet it has 
not taken the form of open resistance to 
the United States Government. As Ten- 
nessee is a fully constructed State, I con- 
sider that the State authorities should deal 
with and suppress this organization of 
lawless, desperate men, and I have not, to 
the present time, considered myself au- 
thorized to take active measures against 
them. _ 1 shall be glad to receive any or- 
der or instructions you may see lit to give 
in the premises." 

Thpe are two brief statements accom- 
panying this communication. The first 
is from E. D. Lyons, agent of the quarter- 
master's department, at Bridgeport, Ala- 
bama, who says he can give information 
regarding the depredations of the rebel 
t rdir kcown as the “Kuklux Klao." 'I he 
order is in full blast, and negroes, with 
white men who chance to differ with 
them in politics, are subjected to severe 
treatment, and in many cases Union men 
are forced to leave. la illustration of t^is 
alleged lawlessness, the writer mentiuns 
that one person drew a revolver upon 
another, £;c. 

The second statement is from Mr. Bos- 
son, a member of the Tennessee Legisla- 
ture, who writes, JIarch 5th, from the 
House of Representatives of that State, 
to General ’Thomas, to say that “Our 
State is greatly exercised by the presence, 
in many localities, of an organized body 
of men, who, without provocation and in 
violation of law, seeminzly desperate in 
purpose, are scouring the country by 
night, carrying dismay and terror to all. 
Our civil authorities are powerless, and, 
terror-struck themselves, nut only f^ail to 
arrest, but are silent and inactive. No in- 
format.on is had of the number or ulti- 
mate purposes of the organization. It 
certainly is not peaceful." 

Mr. Bossou says he is advised that Gen- 
eral Thomas has no authority to place a 
military force iir the State, but without its 
presence there is danger of a collision; 
and he adds: “A body of sixty mounted 
men last night passed my house with cries 
of murder, and in her terror my wife 
came here [to Nashville] to-day, fearing 
that I would return home and tall a vic- 
tim to the threats of these men." 

General Grant yesterday referred these 
papers to the President for bis information 
and instruction, but it does not appear 
that General Grant has yet given 
instruction to General Thomas as stated 
in the newspapers. The President will 
probably make a return of the papers, 
with some remarks, but under the consti- 
tution he cannot make an order for inter- 
ference in the alleged difficulty. Accord- 
ing to the showing on file, the whole afl'air 
appears to be somewhat panicky, and is 

E rubably a big scare. The Tennessee 
legislature is in session, and the writer of 
one of the above statements is a member 
thereof, and if there were any such gen- 
eral uprising of the Kuklux Klau as he 
seems to believe, the Tennessee State au- 
thorities have the first and original juris- 
diction of the subject-matter. 

Neither Governor Brownlow nor the 
Tennessee Legislature has made any rep- 
resentation to the Federal Government 
upen the subject, and it is scarcely neces- 
sary to say that the first and only knowl- 
edge the President had of the alleged dif- 
ficulties was in the papers above referred 
to.

Twenty YE.tB.s’ Fires in P.ibis. — A n offi- 
cial report gives a table of the number of 
tires which occurred in Paris from 1840 to 
I8t)0. The aggregate during these twenty 
years is 5,572 conflagrations, exclusive 
of 23,057 chimney flues catching fire. The 
total damage done amounted to 1'’>.U>7,- 
314 francs, being an average of 8'J0.0t)0 
francs per annum in round numberx The 
first fire-engines came into use in 1699, 
and a M. Dnmonrier was appointed direc- 
tor general of these engines, the number 
of which was fixed at thirteen. In 1716, 
after a violent fire which broke out in a 
wax chandler's shop at the cornwr of the 
Rues St. Martin and Neuve St. Mery, and 
which threatened to destroy the whole 
quarter, the number of fire-engines was in- 
creesed to thirty, which were distributed 
among the different quarters of Paris. 

In future, when the plan of the city for 
raising water to the tops of the houses 
shall have been carried out, fire engines 
will become almost useless. Every house 
will be provided with a main-pipe, to 
which a hose may be screwed at a mom- 
ent's notice, and the firemen will merely 
have to turn a cock in order to get an in- 
definite supply of water, and direct it to 
the proper spot without any pumping

That the member of this club 
who puts any other member in nomination, 
either for the Board of Aldermen, Com- 
mon Council, or School Trustee, to repre- 
sent this ward in said Board of Aldermen, 
General _ Conncil, or School Board, shall 
pledge his honor that the person so nomi- 
nated by him will pledge himself in writing 
to abide by the decision of this club in the 
choice of nominees for any of said offices, 
and any candidate, after he is put in nom- 
ination by his friend, shall then come for- 
ward and sign the written pledge, and if 
he fails so to do, then the person nomi- 
nating him shall immediately withdraw 
his name from nomination before the 
club. 

Pledge. — We, the undersigned, having 
been placed in nemination before the 
Ninth ward Democratic club, do pledge 
ourselves, on our sacred honors, that we 
will abide the decision, whether we get 
the nomination for office or not, and do 
all in our power to secure the election of 
the nominees thereof. 

The President then called for all good 
Democrats in the ward to come forward 
and sign the roll When, on motion, the 
meeting went into tbe nomination of Alder- 
man. W. H. Dulaney and John Cross 
were put in nomination, when W. H. Du- 
laney having received the highest number 
of votes, waa declared elected, and on mo- 
tion of Mr. John Cross, it waa made nnan* 
imous.

The efforts made during the last year to 
impair the confidence of the people iu the 
Chief Magistrate of the Union, and to 
bring about a complication of public af- 
fairs, such as would render it safe for the 
dominant party in Congress to depose the 
President for political reasons (although 
curried further), is uot without a parallel 
in our history. 

In 1795 an attempt was made to destroy 
tbe character of President Washington, 
with an intention, had it succeeded, to 
impeach him. The parties combined to 
accomplish these objects consisted of — 

I. Theopponentsofthe Funding Scheme 
of Alexander Hamilton. 

II. Tbe partisans of the French Direc- 
tory. 

Ill The opponents of the E.xcise Law. 
This combination as.sailed Washington 
with a bitterness and vigor never since 
surpassed in this country. The vials of 
party wrath were poured out against him 
through a malignant press. We are told 
by Chief Justice Mar-shali: 

“His military aud political character 
was attacked with equal violence, and it 
was averred that he was totally destitute 
of merit, either as a soldier or a states- 
man. The calumnies with which he was 
ast-ailed were not confiued to his public 
conduct; even Lis qualities as a man were 
the subjects of declamation. That he 
had violated tbe Constitution in negotia- I 
ting a treaty without the previous advice I 
of tbe Senate, and in embracing within | 
that tiaaty subjects belonging exclusively ' 
to tbe Legislature, was openly maintained ' 
for which an impeachment was publicly ^ 
suggested, and that he had drawn from ; 
the treasury, for bis private use, more 
than the salary annexed to his office, was 
asserted without a blush. This last alle- 
gation was said to be supported by ex- 
tracts from the Treasury accounts, which 
had been laid before the Legislature, and 
was maintained with the most persevering 
effrontery.” 

In addition to the insurrection in the 
western counties of Peunsylvania, which 
Washington believed to have been “fo- 
mented by the self-created societies who 
s^re laboring to effect some revolution in 
tm? government,'’ the President was em- 
barrassed by divisions and dissensioDS in 
his Cabinet, and a want of fidelity on the 
part of some members of the Cabinet, and 
was also confronted by a serious dispute 
with the House of Representatives, arising 
out of his refusal to comply with a resolu- 
tion of the House requesting the Presi- 
dent to lay before it the instruction.s, cor- 
respondence, and other documents relative 
to the treaty with Great Britain negotiated 
by Mr. Jay. His biographer, Washington 
Irvirg, says: 

“Washington, believing that these pa- 
per.* conld not be constitutionally de- 
manded, resolved from the first moment 
and from the fullest conviction of his 
mind, to resist the principle which was 
evidently intended to be established by 
the call of the House; he only deliberated 
on tbe manner in which this could be done 
with the least bad consequencex" 
Washiegton, in his answer, after ob- 
serving that to admit tbe demand would 
establish a dangerous precedent, con- 
cluded bv declaring that “as it was essen- 
tial to the due administration of the got- 
ernmenf that the boundaries, fixed by the 
Constitution, between the different de- 
partments should be observed, a just re- 
gard to the Constitution and to the duty 
of his office forbid a compliance with the 
request.” 

This decided answer subjected Presi- 
dent Washington to numerous misrepre- 
sentations and fabricatious, which, says 
Marshall, “were with unwearied industry 
pressed upon the public in order to with- 
draw the confidence of the nation from its 
chief” After all these difficulties Presi- 
dent Washington pursued the even tenor 
of his way, but that his magnanimous 
Leait received a deep wound from these 
perfCCUtioDS and misrepresentations there 
IS ample evidence in his letterx 
To Jefl'erson be writes, “uutil within the 
last year or two I had no conceptiou that 
parties would or ever could go the length 
1 have been witness to; aor did I believe 
until lately that it was within the bounds 
of probability, hardly within those of pos- 
sibility, that while 1 was using my utmost 
exertions to establish a national charac- 
ter of our own, and wished by steering a 
steady course to preserve this country 
from the throes of a desolating war, I j 
should be accused of being the enemy of 
one nation and subject to the influence of 
another , and to prove it, that every act of 
my administratioB would be tortured and 
the grossest and most insidious misrepre- 
sentatiou of them be made by giving one 
side of a subject, and that too in such ex- 
aggerated and indecent terms as could 
scarcely be applied to a Nero, a notori- 
ous defaulter, or even to a common pick- 
pocket.” Again, we are informed that when 
the Minister of the French Republic 
set the acts of the United States Govern- 
ment at defiance and threatened the Ex- 
ecutive with an appeal to tbe people, and 
the latter, notwithstanding tbe indignity 
thus offered to their Chief Magistrate, 
sided with tbe aggressors, and exulted in 
their open defiance of bis national policy, 
he became weary and impatient, and, be- 
ing handed one of those scandalous libels 
in circulation called “The Funeral of 
George Washington,” wherein the Presi- 
dent was represented as being placed upon 
a guillotine, a horrible parody on tbe late 
decapitation of the French King, “burst 
forth,” writes Jefferson, “into one of 
those transports of passion beyond his 
control, inveighed against the personal 
abuse which had been bestowed upon him, 
and defied any mau on earth to produce 
a single act of his since he had been 
is this government which has not been 
done in the purest of motives. He bad 
never repented but once having slipped 
the ttooient of having resigned his office, 
and that was every moment since. In the 
agony of his heart he declared that he had 
rather be in bis grave than in his present 
situation; that be had r.ather be on his 
farm than to be made Emperor of the 
World, and yet, said he, indignantly, they 
are charging me with wanting to be a 
King.” From Randolph, Secretary of 
State, be demanded an explanation of his 
statements to the French Minister (con- 
tained in an intercepted dispatch of the 
latter to his government), which reflected 
on the purity of conduct as well as fidelity 
of the Secretary to his superior. The ex- 
planation was promi.ced, and Mr. Randolph 
resigned on the spot. 

'ihe country finally took the alarm 
and came to the defense of the 
President. The General Assembly 
of Maryland passed a unanimous 
resolution to the following effect, that, 

‘ Observing with deep concern a series of 
efforts, by indirect insinuation or open in- 
vective, to detach from the first Magis- 
trate of the Union the well earned confi- 
dence of his fellow-citizens, they think it 
their duty to declare, and they do hereby 
declare, their unabated reliance on the 
integrity, judgment and patriotism ofthe 
President of the United States.” 

Meetings were held in every part ofthe 
Union to express the public feeling in the 
matters referred tointhis communication. 
The result was that the character of the 
illustrious Washington came out of the 
ordeal without a stain upon it, and the 
pMple,althongh they did not all espouse bis 
vmws, avowed their readiness to support 
him ip the exercise of his constitutional 
functions. 

The difficulties to which we have refer- 
red occurred early in our history, and 
wben|lhe government was as yet an exper- 
iment, and it is difficult to perceive now 
it could have been maintained and pre- 
served bad tbe opponents of the policy of 
Washington’s administration succeeded 
in their attempts to destroy the affections 
of the people tor his person aud their cou- 
fidence in his character. 

Tbe history of these controversies may 
be read with advantage in the present tur- 
bulent times at Washington. Tbe people 
should, without distinction of party, imi- 
tate in this emergency tbe example of 
the Fathers in maintaining unimpaired 
the rights, prerogatives and dignity of the 
f’residential office. They should demand 
that the question in dispute between the 
Executive and Cougress be submitted to 
the Supreme Court for decision, and that 
there be no deposition ofthe President for 
political reasons, especially as we are within 
a few months of the time when the people, 
of whom Presidents, Senators and Repre- 
sentatives are but the servants, will at the 
ballot-box pronounce their decision on 
tbe grave questions at issue, and to which 
all will cheerfully submit. This course is 
detzaeded alike by wisdom and patriotism.

them. Nor is there as much style and 
elegance among the people as 1 was led to 
believe. It has more the appearance of a 
large country town than of a chief city. 
The redeeming feature, however, of the 
whole is Pennsylvania aveuue, which is 
very gay aud full of life at all times — 
thronged with showy shops on each side, 
and continually perambulated by an anx- 
ious crowd of males and females in search 
of pleasure, wealth, amusement, and office. 
This last is said to be sought with great 
avidity by many, and I have some reason 
to believe it is a fact. For good paying 
offices seldom go a-begging in any coun- 
try. Indeed, 1 am told they are highly re- 
spected wherever they are known on the 
face of the habitable globe, and are by no 
means despised even in our own free and 
enlightened Republic of the United States. 
Consequently I am told that a great many 
people come here annually for the purpose 
of helping themselves, if they can, by get- 
ting their friends to help them to good 
fat offices, where the duties are supposed 
to be light and the salaries heavy. This 
all seems so natural that 1 am inclined to 
believe it. F'cr behold is it not written 
that where much moneys are gathered to- 
gether there will the office-seekers be in 
their midst'/ Yea, they do verily incline 
that way, and their goings forth in that di- 
rection are as of a great multitude going 
forth coutinually by night and by day, to 
search for the bidden fountain of tbe 
greenbacks which appertain unto our 
Uncle, whose surname is Samuel. 

Our National Capitol is a most magnifi- 
cent building, and illustrates fitly the glory 
and tbe wealth of our country. I spent 
some hours in looking at it, and in wan- 
dering through its various apartments. 
The statuary aud the paintings in the dif- 
ferent rooms deserve ail the encomiums 
which writers and travelers have lavished 
upon them, and are always attractiug an 
anxious and eager crowd to contemplate 
their rare and numerous beauties. The 
picture of Pocahontas rescuing John 
Smith from the uplifted club of the sav- 
age is one of the finest pictures there. 
Tbe heroic Indian girl has been beauti- 
fully drawn by the artist, showing well in 
feature aud iu form the noble spirit of 
love acd self-sacrifice with which she is 
inspired, and the whole scene leaves upon 
the mind an impression of heroism, loveli- 
ness, and devotion, not soon to be erased 
by the cares or the pleasures of this 
quickly fleeting life. 

The embarkation of the Pilgrim Fath- 
ers — end mothers, tco— for the beautiful aud 
religiously enthusiastic faces of tbe mot'n- 
ers of New England are also seen there — 
a splendid and expressive painting, chain- 
ed me to the spot for many minutes, as 
my mind ran back to the day when that 
little band quitted the shores of Holland 
to found a new empire in the Western 
world — to become a mighty people — 
mighty for good or for evil influence on tbe 
destiny of tbe great world itself. And 
when 1 thought of the history of my coun- 
try as events have written it since our 
great and heroic struggle for natioual in- 
dependecce— our second successful war 
with the same mighty empire, the circle 
of whose dominion we had already shat- 
tered, and finally the great fratricidal 
strife that ensauguiLed our land — when 
fanaticism and fury and hate and revenge 
had nerved against each other in deadly 
fray the anus of those who should have 
beeu brothers always — when I thought of 
rII this, and mused on all the fearful 
things which are around us now, I turned 
mournfully away from the picture and 
sought relief by entering the hall of tbe 
House of Representatives, where I had 
the pleasure of hearing two or three of 
the dryest speeches that ever had been 
“cut and dried fur the occasion.”

ure to meet They are gay, good humor- 
ed, candid, sensible, and sincere — open- 
hearted and open-handed — in short, of 
the true Kentucky stamp! 

Mr. Trimble’s towering stature and com- 
manding form attract attention wherever 
aud whenever be is seen, while his winuing 
and graceful smile brings friends and ad- 
mirers wherever he goes. The “Gibraltar 
DUtrict” honored itself when it honored 
him with a seat in Congress. 

You will hear from me anon. Washing- 
ton is full of attractions for a stranger, 
and replete with themes that might serve 
“to point a moral or adorn a tale.” For 
the present, 1 reluctantly desist. The 
hours are growing far into the night, and 
my wearied eyes and hand warn me that I 
should seek repose. I fear that my letter 
is already too long to suit the fast readers 
of this fast age; but 1 hope it will not prove 
altogether devoid of interest to those who 
now and then are fond of a little friendly 
GOSSIP. 

The demand for cheap shoes has been 
BO pressing of late years, says the Lynn 
Rejrorter, that it has induced the most 
rigid economy in the manufacture. Hardly 
a scrap ol leather is allowed to go to 
waste. The wagon loads of odds and ends 
made in cutting the refuse of the splitting 
machines are all worked up again into 
that kind of leather known as “pancake.” 
This is made by pasting and pressing to- 
gether the scraps of which we have spoken. 
This being rolled and dried is made to do 
service, in the cheaper grades of shoes, 
as inner sole leather, or as “lifts” for 
heels. So skillfully are these operations 
performed that sometimes the substitute 
IS. for some purposes, almost as good as 
the genuine article. Some firms do a 
large business in the manufacture of 
“pancake,” which is accomplished by 
pcxerful machiuery driven by steam. 



fiuence. Hence I offered my resig- 
nation when tbe resolution was 
presented by the committee. He said 
they had demanded my removal, but that 
he replied that he would not sacrifice a 
friend to appease enemies. The pressure 
continued. The Chairman of the Na- 
tional Committee wrote Mr. Lincoln de- 
spairing letters. Fremont was continued 
in the field. A new convention was called 
to meet in Cincinnati on the ilOth of Sep- 
tember, 1864. Messrs. Wade and Davis, 
Chairmen respectively of the Reconstruc- 
tion Committees of the two Houses, is- 
sued a manifesto, denouncing him as a 
usurper, and charging him with opposing 
Congressional reconstruction and allow- 
ing the Southern people to amend thecon- 
stitntioES of their States and reorganizing 
their State governments under the Consti- 
tution of the United States for the base 
motive of promoting his own ambition. 
At this time the radicals made motions to 
withdraw their opposition. One of the 
conditions was the acceptance of my reslg- 
natiou. I insisted that they should be 
granted, and my father joined very earn- 
estly in this request. 

Mr. Lincoln’s published letter lecoguiz- 
ing me as a disinterested friend Bud a 
faithful officer, my speech at the Cooper 
Institute immediately after, giving some 
of these facts, and coutemporaueous his- 
tory, fully substantiate all of them. 

But can proof of the hostility of the 
radicals to Lincoln be required when Mr. 
Wade, who denounced him as a usuper 
and confederate with rebels for the base 
purpose of subserving his own ambition, 
DBS been elevated by them to the Presi- 
dency of the Senate, with a view of put- 
ting him in Mr. Lincoln’s place, because 
he was and is the true representative of 
their principles and plans? Or can auy 
one now doubt that they struck me down 
because I was an earnest and faithful 
friend of the President, to whom, and not 
to me, they were hostile? Mr. Lincoln fully 
recognized this in his conversation 
with me at the time, and would, if he had 
lived, have made it known to the country. 
He overcame bis feelings for the time, 
yielded his friend to the paramount pub- 
lic interest involved in the election; but it 
must be remembered that he refused to 
sanction tbe Wade and Davis reconstruc- 
tion bill, which declared the State govern- 
ments of Lousiana and Arkansas null and 
void, acd assumed the power for Congress 
to set up governments in the Southern 
States, even whilst his election was pend- 
ing; and that in his last public utterances, 
on tbe 11th of April, he condemned the 
a' tion of Congress in refusing seats to 
tbe members from Louisiana and Arkan- 
sas. He would never, therefore, have 
yielded tbe Constitution he had sworn to 
defend.
